Tho following duy the expedition steamed on 
up to Mucao Fort, bit no one appeared to exhi- 
bit any. fear of tho formidable appearance of, 
the guns of the staull fleot, and all sround is 
manifested every sign of pouce, and contid- 
ence that these “men of war” had not erme to 
harm tho indastrious people in any way. Con- 


” tnaing on their way the expedition came to 


tho Fatshor branolt of tho river, and it was up 
' there was the fort ond fleot they intended to 
attack, Admiral Seymourand Commodoro Keppel 
proceeted to reconnoitro the fort. Tho scouery 
bere was thon deseribed.as being very inuch 
Iiko that of tho Thames at Richmond: ot that 
time, with theStar aod Gorter Hill converted into 
afort, The Admiral ond Commodore Keppol 
having completed their survey all preparations 
wero muds for the attack. The Chinese 
thought they were impregnable os in the junks., 
they were protected as they imagined by the 
fort (which was pabeoquently named Port 
-Goymour). At three o’slock on Monday morn- 
ing, June lat, the first movement began, tho 
Coromendel moving forward, Admiral Seymour 
"issuing orders that no other vessel was to move 
until ho was well in’ position to engage 
the fort. As dawn broke tho first shot was fired 
at the Coromandel, missing her by 290 yards, 0 
second shot passing over her. Then the fort 
opened in earnest, ond shot’ after shot fell 
around hor in rapid succession, ‘but they did not 
strike tho Coromandel, Snddenly the verse] 
wont aground, and it was found she had buried 
hor nose ina bar of jauks which bod beew sunk 
to bar the passogo in the channel, © ond 
all efforts were for 9 time in | vain, 
Seo uy this the fort redoubled her firo, while 
the Goromandel did not fire. a shot, haviog, 
in fact, ouly one gun loaded. = 
But ucw Commodore Keppal shonght ho 
had reatrained biniself long enaugh, and be in 
the Hougkong immoudiately stood in between 
the Coromandel and the bank, There he was, 
like o mun thoronzhly enjoying himself. His 
trousers tucked into his Russian boots; hig 
small, uctive, springy figure, his constitationally: 
good-bumoured, dovil-may-care- lnugh—there 
was arnain wlio, without the least estoutation, 
wad ready to go into aay. fire that gauopowder 
and iron could got up, and aromnd him ware 
men quite: rendy to follow him, He signalled 
to thy admiral “ May I pass ain?” and recaived 

. thereply, “Yes, puss; We dre aground.” Others 
> of the Meet. trying | to follow the Hongkong, 
Cominodore Keppel’s vessel, “got hopelessly 
aground, Here the Hongkong was under 
a heavy fra’ from the fort and junks, 
peitig struck several times. But the. tide was 
making and the Coromundel gotfree, and atenmed 
up to the fort, ovon ns the fire slackened. The 
murings under Captain Boyle landed and Com- 
odors Elliott witha middy by bis side scaled 
the hit {o the fort, und was abortly followed by 
the cowmanders of tho other vessels of the fleet 
\ and" by the admiral himself. As the storming 
party arrived the gunners in the fort, after 
trying to roll down some heavy shells upon the 
advancing band, and failing to depress their 
gans sufficiently ‘to ‘swoop them with grape, 
sulkily retired ‘while the. guns of the 
storming party made them ran. Tho Haughty, 
Captein Forsyth, then rams full speod into the 
nearest large junk and the Chinese jump over- 
board, some—most indced-—to rise no ‘more.

Rut 
finding the Plorer could not go further without 
grounding, he bonded his own galley, and, 
followod by other beats, pulled straight away 
through the fire, Right in.among tho jusks 
daubed Keppel aod his vhooring dare-dovils, the 
Chinese fi ing desperstoly at, the advancing 
bouts, and thon dropping into the sea on the 
other aido and swimming to the shore—or to 
their deaths, “Nevor wait, lads,” oried Keppel, 
“posh on ahead and leave those rascals to the 
boats coming up behind,” oud through the 
wilderness of junks they pushed, dciving ont 
their crews by shesr andncity, leaving little 
to be dono by thoso who came alter. Keppel 
pressed forward, and where ho wont wore siways 
many to follow. With four galleys aud three 
boom-boats they sped away from the conquor- 
ed junks and on towards tho City of Fatshan. 
They arrived at = point where twenty armed 
junks lay and commanded the channels, bat 
Keppel dashed ou while the boom-boats tool 
the gronud in attempting to follow. The 
juaks immediately, opened fire, and twenty 
guns blazed forth at once, But Keppel calmly 
sounded for wator for the boom-boals and 
wont back to show thom where to follow 
him, aud then puehed on again, His galloY 
was hit threo times in two minutes, while 
Major Kearney, who was near him, was 
struck by a 32-pounder in tho breast, and 
blown fo piecos. Keppel’s coxswain was killed, 
and every mon of his crew wounded. Tho 
excapes were miraculous—one instance of theso 
wus where » cannon shot passed between. the 
heads of Keppel and his flag-lieutenant, 
startling, but hurting neither, His - flag- 
lieutenant wos Prince Victor of _ Hohentobe. 
‘Tho stern sheots of his galley were then: shot 
away, and as she sunk he jomped aboard the 
barge of the Calcutta, the others following him. 
Landing shortly after, Keppel draw. up his 
marines in line and poured such o fnsillaile into 
the Fatshon “ militia” thot thot body quickly 
dis:ppeared, He was then going to laud his 
howitzors and pass the wight in the city, but a 
message from the admiral recalled him, and thus 
ended one of his most daring ond nudacions 
dasbes, and as he loft ho shook: his fist at the 
Chinese, exolsiming “You, rascals, I'll come 
back after you again, soon.”

‘ THE BANKRUPTCY LAWS. 

Leung Tsat-Tai asked for administration of 
tho estate of Fung Yung, alias Pung Chik Sang, 
deceased, according to the Bankraptey Law, 
under Baction BL of 
Ordinnneo, 1891, Mr. H. K. Holmes solicitor, 
appeared in support of the petitioning creditor. 

His Lordehip—You nok to have the estate of 
tho deceased admintatered according to the 
Bankraptey law.on the ground that thero aro 
inyufficient assats to moet the debts, On whom 
live yon served the petition F 

Mr: Holmes—It ia served ou. Fung Leung 
hiv, who has made a declaration that she is the 
widow of the decaased. 

His Lordship—Has she, taken ont letters of 
administration ? 

Mr. Holmes—No. 

His Lordship—Havo you-sorved the petilion 
on the Official Administrator? 


Mr. Holmes—No, your Lordship, it has not |” 


bean served on the Official Administrator. 

His Lordahip--I think [ shall Lavo to adjourn 
the case for this sorvice. I think I shall have 
to oxplain what the law is upon this sabject as 
there seems to have been aome misapprehension 
upon it, You oan, servo the Administrator 
patwoen this, timo and the nort sitting it I 
adjourn this case for a weok, You are content 
with that I think, Mr, Registrar F You are 
the Offcial Administrator 

The Rogistrar (Mr. A. Seth)~Yes, my Lord. 

His Lordship—In regard to these cases, I 
propose to have o sottled practice Of course 
where a person dics leaving an estate which is 
not snfiicient to pay his debts it ig good policy 
to have some provision that his creditors should 
rocaive payment ‘pro rata from his estate. For 
that purpose, ia England, Soction 125 of the 
Benkruptoy Act of 1883 was passed to regulate 
the procedure. | Wo adopt that lew in our local 
Ordinance, No. 20 of 1891, Section 81, which 
js for the most part 4 reproduction in 
a somewhat abbreviated form of the 
English Act. Section 81 has various 
sub-sections. The first eaye thst the oreditor 
of the decoased debtor whose estate is shown to 
bo insufficient fur the payment of the debts 
owing by the deceased person may present o 
petition to the Court praying for tbe 
administration of the estate of the decvased person 
according to the Bankruptey lew, and the Court 
4 satisfied that the estate is insufficient . for 
the payment of the debts of the deceased person, 
shal! make an order accordingly ; and the form 
of the order ia given. Im order that the Court 
may know, or have good reason for being 
satisfied that the-vatate-is- insufficient_for the | 
payment of debts. it is ‘clear that there ought 
to bo somebody who has examined into the 
matter—baving 8 right to examine into the 
matter—who can give the Cont that informs. 
tion. Now; -if a person dics ‘and does not 
Jeave s will, the ordinary person to examine 
into his affaira would be his legal 
personal representative ; thst is to say, the 
person who has taken out letters of sdministra- 
tion, No doubt. his widow, in. this caso, 
wronld be entitled to take out le.ters of 
administration. I the widow having taken 
out letters of administration examines into his 
affairs and satisfies the Court that the estate 
could not pay its debts, thon the Conrt bis 
something to go upon. This makes quite clear 
the meaving of Sub-section Sub-section 2 
provides that the legal personal representative 
may be in the position. to say, for instance, “TL 
think the estate is solvent; I do not want it 
wound up in that way,” by requiring that o 
potition of thia kind should not be mate behind 
the back of the perseual representative ; that is 
to say, notice is required to be given. In other 
words Sub-scction J states as follows :—t Tbe

application for administration acco.ding to 
the Bankraptey law shall whea made in 
repect’ of the estate of a deceas:d . person 
be served upon th» porsonal representative 
of such deceased person or if there be none in 
the Colony, upon the’, Officist Adminis- 
trator ‘of intestate estates.” The reason 
of that is that if there is no porgon who has 
taken oot administration then th» property 
vests iv tho Official Administrator uad he wil 
ba the person to certify the Court as to whether 
the estate is solvent or insolvent. In that 
ruspect our law differs from the ‘English law. 
There isno provision, so far as Ecan recollect, in 
the English - law about tho service on the 
Official Administrator, and the service there 
ig to be upon the . legal personal repre- 
gontative:. Now, in this case, Mr, Holmes 
has gerved this petition upon the widow and she 
would be. entitled, if sho’ usked aid if she 
found security, to take out letters of administra- 
tion: But she has not done that and therefore 
at. the present time there is 20 legal personal 
representative in the Colony. Under thoze 
circumstances the. petition must be served 
on the Official Administrator of intestate estates. 
That has not been done: ‘Therefore I will 
allow tho hearing to be ‘adjourned. There 
ja.one ease which I might call. attention 
to, which is  docision of the Court 
of Appeal in England. That is the case 
in ve Sleot ex parte Sloet, reported in the second 
volume, Queen’s Bonch Division, 1894, Itsays 
there that the petition if served - before the 
letters of administration are granted is a good 
sorvice if, before the hearing and the making of 
the order, the ‘person upon.whom the service has 
yacn roade has taken | out administration. 
'Phorefore thie service by Mr. Holmes on the 
widow would have been a good service if she had 


taken out administration between tho date of

Mr. Train was then insane, and announced 
that ho should offer no evidence to refute or 
oppose the evidence defendant's connsel had 
presented, A. motion to discharge the prisoner 
was mado by Mr, Train’s counsel, and was 
denied by Mr, Justice Davis, who insisted on 
the trial proceediug, Defendant's counsel 
insisted that on the evidence presented, Mr 
Train's insanity was established, and that tho 
prisoner was ontitled to a verdict, but the conrt 
inatructed the jury to find a verdict of not guilty 
on the ground of insauity. This tho entire jury 
werounwilling te.do, two mombors dissenting 
on Mr, Bell’s domanding that the jury be 
polled, but. the Court ordered the Clerk to enter 
the verdict of uot guilty on the ground of 
insanity, which was done, and the Court then 
ordered the commitment of tho defendant to u 
lunatic asylum as insane, Tho piocesding 
instituted by defeudant’s counsel was by feabeas 
corpus, ond resulted, after o sharp fight, in Mr. 
Train’s discharge, and he sailed for Kuropa,by 
the advice of his counsel os soon as the formal 
dischurge was signod ; ho was nover committed 
to tho neylura by the anthoritios, although he 
had been legally adjudged insane. 

' Meanwhile the valus of tho lots in Omabs has 
advanced a thousandfold. und Mr. Train was 
understood to contemplate a judicial inquiry in 
Nebraska, to determine how. far dis. being 
adjudgod a lunatic affected .the procoedings 
therein, by which his rights were interrupted 
or extinguished in the Omaha city lots.
